Some of the Radical papers in this State 
—particularly the Jacobin Marysville Ap- 
peal—are already gloating over the proba- 
bility that the Southern States are to be 
reduced to the condition of territories, and 
held in abject subjection by the Rump Con- 
yress.

Our Duty.

Do the mad destructives, who tow hold 
control of Congress, ever reflect upon the 
nature of Government? Do they really re- 
cognize its grand origin, or appreciate its 
noble purpose? Do they, in fact, regard it 
in any other light than as a means through 
which to reach some individual ambition, or 
to gratify some base partisan end? | Do they 
realize the great fact that Government is as 
indispensable to mun, whether in a sayage 
or civilized state, as the air he breathes or 
the food upon which he subsists? Do they 
understand the elements of human nature 
from which this fact springs? The intelli- 
gent and unbiassed observer of passing events 
must answer these important questions in 
the negative. Judging the Radicals by the 
acts and declarations of their leaders, one ts 
forced to believe that, as far as in them lies, 
they have cut the Ship of State loose from its 
moorings, and turned it adrift upon a sea of 
passion and prejudice, without rudder, chart, 
or compass. Under this state of facts, a few 
moments cannot be better employed by the 
people—by the artisan, the farmer, the mi- 
ner, the commen laborer—by the toiling 
inillions for whom this Government was in- 
stituted, and for whom it must be preserved 
and perpetuated, than in going back to first 
principles, and examining the foundations 
upon which our glorious governmental fa- 
bric was reared.

selfish as well as social. Each has a greater | 


regard for his own safety and happiness than 
he has for that of others; and this fecling, 
coupled with his revengeful and jealous pas- 
sions, tend constantly to drive him into in- 
dividual conflict with his felloy man. -ITence 
arises the necessity for institutiag some pow- 
er to shield society from these evils and in- 
sure to mankind the peaceful enjoyment of 
life, liberty and property. This power, in 
whatever form exercised, we call Govern- 
ment. It may seem rude and_ inefficient 
when organized by the savage, or terrible 
and oppressive when wielded .by despots. 
But it is in all cases instituted by the people 
for the sole purpose of restraining vice, pro- 
moting virtue and intelligence; and reader- 
ing them secure, prosperous and happy.— 
But we find that there is an universal ten- 
dency in all governments to pervert their 
powers from this sacred purpose, In other 
words, the experience of all mankind teaches 
that Governments need protection from ccr- 
tain evil tendencies, as much as-society needs 
the protection of Government from the evil 
passions of individuals. Why is this? It 
is because the powers of Goyernment cannot 
execute themselves. They have to be ad- 
ministered by men with natures like all 
other men—selfish, ambitious, revengeful 
and jealous,—and consequently prone to re- 


‘| gard with more solicitude their own inter: 


ests and aims than the general good, of those 
over whom they are called to rule, and who 
will, if permitted, sooner or later pervert the 
whole powers of Government from their ori- 
ginal purpose to the promotion of! individ- 
ual, partisan, or sectional ends, 


It was the perversion of the powers of 


Government, that consigned the grand: Ro- 
man Empire to the tomb of the dead past. 


Ancient Greece, once the pride and glory of 


the world, became a prey to soulless ambi- 


tion and perverted laws. Perversion of the | 


powers of government has caused the ‘onee 
powerful Poland to be blotted from the map 
of Europe. The perversion of thie powers 
of government has for three hundred years 
wrung the blood from the heart of: poor old 
Ireland,” until her national life is almost ex- 
tinct, and the spirit of her noble sons almost 
broken. Some ninety years ago it stretched 
its remorseless hand across the Atlantic, and 
attempted to enslave three millions of Amer- 
ican freemen ; and it is but ‘this fell spirit 
which renders the whole history ef the hu- 
man race hideous with blood, carnage and 
ruin. The wise and patriotic founders of 
this Republic of ours, fully imbued with 
these great truths, drawing from their own 
bloody experience and the unmistakable 
lessons of all history, sought:to fortify: them- 
selves and their posterity against simular ca- 
lamities, by means of a written Constitution. 
They sought to define and distribtte the 
powers of their Government so ag forever to 
prevent its perversion from the grand pur- 
pose for which they ordained and established 
it. The Legislative and Executive branches 
ofthe Government, though in a great meas- 
ure independent and co ordinate, are made 
to act as a check one upon the other; but 
being elective, and consequently liable to be 
swayed more or less by great popular excite- 
ments, the Judicial department was placed 
beyond the reach of these infiuences the bet- 
ter'to check the other two, and hold them 
to the letter of the Constitution. . As to how 
well the statesmen and patriots of 1787 ac- 
accomplished their purpose, let eighty years 
of the history of the United States answer. 

Shall we stand by the -helm, and steer by 
the Chart they gave us? or drift out upon 
that sea of anarchy, in which so many ships 
‘of State have hitherto foundered? These 
are the grave questions of! the hour, which 
every American citizen should deeply and 
candidly consider—qtiestions which should 
rise high above party fealty, party success, 
or individual prejudices. They lie at the 
very foundation of social ordet.
